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Philip was obliged to leave Haukow in 
search of a cargo at Saigon, no outside 
steamer went to the former port or 
came here for a homeward freight, 
The Conference had made themselves

submitted to their terms, with some 
shamefaced grumbling that English 
ship-owners should have adopted a 
policy so certain to discredit them- 
selves, aud foreigners geuerally, in the 
eyes of the Chin The Confer- 
ence has been coutinued this year but 
with a diminished fellowship. Some 
owners lave either seceded or been 
compelled to retire, Freights were 
vory low in the China trade Inst year, 
and ours of small lines of steamers 
fared worse than the large companies, 
which had what are called their way- 
ports freight and passengers, to help out 
their through earnings.

monopoly may be satisfactory, but to 
Jose money, to fail in carrying out de. 
signs, and to be laughed at, cannot be 
in any degroe satisfactory. 

Tt may be said that steamship owners 
havens much right to combi 
freights aud exclude rivalsas 
telegraph companies. We grant 
that, with the remark that combinations 
having for their object to maintain the 
prices of anything above their natural 
value are bad. Moreover, the Covfer- 
ence owners might have learned before 
this that such combinations are only 
successful for a very short time. ‘They 
‘are opposed to the freo epirit of modern 
commerce, and those who get them up 
aud support them are sure to suffer 
from their connection with them. We 
have nothing to say to the private 
owners who close to join the Con- 
forence ; thoy Lave aright to manage 
their own business in their own way.

The Vladivostok Correspondent of a

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THE NEW CABINET. —June 20th. 
‘Tae list of the new Cabinet which we 
publish to-day gives that body a com- 
position differing from the anticipations 
of political speculators. But upon the 
whole we think that Lord Salisbury 
has constructed a Cabinet which, Mr. 
Gladstone apart, is quite equal in abi- 
Tity and experience of affairs to tho 
noblemen and gentlemen who are 
displaced. Mr. Gladstone’s preeminent 
ability as  Snancier, and generally 
when dealing with domestic politics, 
must be acknowledged, but against 
these must be placed his weakness and 
indecision in foreign and external af- 
fairs. It is to be hoped that in these 
his successor will prove a stronger 
and more sagacious man; and that a 
change in regard to him had taken 
place in public opinion a leading article 
in the Pall Mall Gazette of the 6th May 
is good ovidence. His ability is unques- 
tioned, and his former experience io 
office gave him an intimate knowledge 
of foreign and Indian affairs. "These 
are likely to occupy public attention for 
some time, and it is well that they 
should bo ia the hands of a firm man 
who is well acquainted with them. Sir 
Hardingo Giffard as Lord Chancellor is 
an unlooked for appointment, He bas 
not beon a success in the Houso of Com- 
mons, and is not regarded as a great 
lawyer. Probably Lord Salisbury had 
uo choice in the matter, as the Tory 
Party for tho first timo this contary 
is undoubtedly woak in legal talent, a 
fact that may change the political views 
of rising lawyers, who would other- 
wiso havo drifted with tho stream to- 
wards tho Liberal bonches. In the 
Presidency of the Council Sir Staf- 
ford Northeoto will find a dignified 
office, and one more suited to his 
temperament ‘than a stormy House 
of Commons. Colonel Stanley has 
generally been considered rather a 
weak counterpart of his brother, and 
wo expected to soo u stronger man put 
in tho Colonial Ofice. In like manuor 
tho moss which Sir R. Cross made in 
the London Water Supply Question, and 
his fiiluro to maintain bis position iu 
Opposition, led to the belief that he 
would not return to the Homo Office. 
Ho is, however, a frst rato man of 
business, and was very popular with the 
public when at the head of the samo 
dopartmont. Mr. Smith as War Secre- 
tary is the right man in the right place, 
aud Lord George Hamilton's abilities 
aud energy should make him an excel- 
Jent First Lord. Sir Michael Hicks 
Beach is chosen to lead the House of 
Commons as wellas being Chancellor of 
Exchequer. He had been designated for 
the former position, on the retirement 
of Sir Stafford Northcote, by members 
ou both sides of the House. Ho was 





‘most successfal Irish Secretary; indeed, 
be was acknowledged by Liberals to be 
the best that had occupied that difficult 
post up to his time, and his administra- 
tion of the Colonial Office gave great 
satisfaction; he held it, too, in difficult 
times. His reputation has risen greatly 
since his Party weut into Opposition, 
and when Mr. Gladstone retires Sir 
‘Michael's position as a statesman and a 
powerful debater will be generally con- 
ceded. He isa man of high personal char- 
acter, and his connection with some 
great Whig houses will be asusefal to the 
Government as it was when he was in 
office before. Next to the Foreign 
Office the Exchequer will be the most 
important post as affecting the public 
opinion of the Ministry.

Abont two years ago it was 
rumoured that a political compact had 
been entered into between Lord Salis- 
bury and the Dake of Argyll, who was 
to bring over some of his political 
friends. It may be that if the elections 
go well these politicians will be asked 
to join the Salisbury Cabinet, and that 











some of those now appointed to it will 
resign. It will also be an impossibility 
for one man to fill the offices of First 
Lord of the Treasury and Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs when legislation busi- 
ness is in fall swing. At present Lord 
Salisbury can do so, because for some 
months foreign affairs will ocoupy the 
attention of the country and Cabinet.

Sir Robert Walpole took office in 1721, 
forming a Ministry in which he held 
that designation, and being Chanoollor 
of the Exohequer besides, From 1688 
to that time the Ministries had generally 
tivo or three obiefs, aud wero designated 
by the names of the political parties 
from which they were formed. Au 
eption to the rale which ns pre 
vailed since Walpolo’s time onn scarcely 
be proved from the Duke of Wellington 
Laving beou a Cabinet in Limself during 
the interregnum in 1834, between the 
resignation of Lord Melbourne and the 
arrival in Eoglaud of Sir Robort Peel, 
Thore is, however, nothing to prevent 
the Premier holding any Cabinet office, 
as Chatham was Privy Seal in the 
Ministry of which be was obief, though 
the Dake of Grafton was nominally Pre. 
mier ; and the present importance of 
the Foreign Secretaryship is, uo doubt, 
Lord Salisbury’s reason for preferring 
it, The new arrangement takes away 
the provisional look from the Cabinel 
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to which we adverted last week. 
Lord Cranbrook represents the High 
Tory section of the Party, aud the Earl 
of Harrowby, better kuown as Lord 
Saudon, the more Liberal portion of it. 
Lord Cranbrook has been Home, Iu 
aud War Seoretary, and Lord Harrowby 
was in the last Tory Ministry as Preaid- 
ent of the Board of Trade, being mem- 
ber for Liverpool ut the time, The only 
two important offices which apparently 
were unfilled yesterday are the Board 
of Trade aud Local Government Board. 
There Las evidently been difficulty in 
forming the Cabinet, aud probably it 
arose from an attempt on Lord Salis- 
bury’s part to give the majority of 
places in it to persons ou whose support 
he could always rely. Mr. Gladstone 
supposed be could do without Sir 
Charles Dilke and Mr. Chamberlain 
when he formed his Ministry, but he 
was obliged to give thom office, and 
probably Lord Salisbury’s experience 
has beon similar, The changes in the 
telegrams of the Irish Seoretaryship we 
suppose to have sprang from Rentor 
tolegraphing current ramoure, Sir W. 
Hart Dyke lias Lad great experieuoo of 
the Irish members, aud possesses tact 
aud good Lumonr, besides being 
speaker aud a mau of moderate opiuions. 
No one in the House will envy him the 
post he has accepted, Probably the 
new Ministry will not meot with seri- 
ous opposition from the Liberal lenders 
between this aud the general election, 
Aud if the more extreme and restless 
of these politicians should try to 
ombarrase them soriously, it by no moaus 
follows that the House of Commons 
wonld support their action. A large 
number of the followers of Mr. Glad- 
stoue must Lave latterly become too 
disgusted to continue the support 
whioh they bad given him up to the 
date of the last mail from home. These 
mon, and probably others, Laviug ouce 
summoned courage to throw off the 
yoke of the Ministry of failures, will 
vee fair play given to their successors. 





























CHINA’S ATTITUDE TOWARDS CORBA. 
In does not ueed much political fore- 
sight—that quality in which, as a 
Correspondent observes, the Chinese 
Government is so conspicuously defi 
eut—to form a pretty accurate i 
to which country in these latitudes is 
to be tho next scene of complications, 
more or less serious. The Convention 
agreed to between Li Olung-t'aug and 
Count Ito is scarcely of a nature to set 
at rest, onco and for ever, all questions 
relating to Corea, aud there is nothing, 
as far as we can see, to prevent that 
unfortunate country from again becom- 
ing the viotim of either internecine 
strife or foreign designs. Should the 
return to Seoul of the Dai Iu Kun give 
rise to the former, as is by uo means 
improbable, Corea will, for a time at 
any rate, be left to her own resources 
in the struggle; for neither China nor 
Jupan would be at liberty to interpose 
on bebalf of the King without firat 
giving due notice of Ler iuteutiou to 
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the other, in writing, arid the time thus 
taken up by diplomatic correspondence 
would probably be sufficient to permit 
of the overthrow of the Corean dynasty 
and the loss of thousands of lives. The 
Japanese Legation might be burned 
down for the third time, the Japanese 
Mivister might even be killed, but 
Japau has no right to send armed 
help until she bas given due notice 
to China of ber intention to do so; 
while China might see her so-called 
vassal State invaded by a foreign Power, 
aud yet be unable to go to its assistance 
before much valuable time had been 
wasted iu communicating Ler intention 
to Japan. Corea, from a geographical 
standpoint, is au eminently important 
place, absolutely unimportant though 
it be as a Power. It lies hemmed in 
by three great countries, by each of 
whom it is regarded with different 
feelings, but to all of whom its inte- 
grity at the present juncture is a matter 
of cousiderable cousequeuce. Nothing, 
probably, will ever persuade either 
China or Japan that Russia is not 
awniting an opportunity to gain euch a 
position in Corea a will give her the 
commaud of Enstern waters. ‘I'o Rus-

Well, on that point she tas been uu- 
d 1d; and instead of repairing her 
mistake, has aggravated it by depriving 
herself of a considerable portion of her 
right and power to protect Corea by 
agreeing with Couut Ito never to send 
soldiers there before she has commuui- 
ted her intention, in writing, to 
Japan! Is this the act of a suzerain ? 
Corea has little cause to thavk her 
traditional protector. Inconsistency is 
the keynote of Chiua’s policy, aud we 
now see in what a dilemma Ul nCon= 
sistency and infirmity of purpose have 
landed her. We have always condem- 
ned as visionary, unreal, and vague, 
the Chinese claims to suzerainty over 
Corea, and the present situation proves 
that we right. Had those claims 
to suzerainty been solid, and had 







































they been cousistently carried out, 





we should have seen a very differout 
state of affairs to-day from that 
which actually exists. Japan, when 
she incorporated her old possossion 
of Liuchiu, relieved the King of his 
duties, made him one of the senior 
Dakes of the Empire, and sent a 
Japanese Governor to administer the 
territory. ‘That was, at least, cousist- 
ent. China should bave done likewise. 
Seeing that her olaims to suzerainty 
over Corea were uncousidered and 
derided, she should, for the snke of 
consistency, have removed the King, 
and sent a Chinese Viceroy to Seoul to 
govern the country in the name of tho 
Emperor of China, In that case, an 
invasion of Corea would have been 
tantamount to au invasion of tho 
Bighteen Provinces, asd no European 
Power would have lightly undertaken 
an euterpriso of such dimousious aud 
franght with consequences of such 
magnitude, Bat ig just what 
China bas not done; on the contrary, 
she has actually stripped herself of 
some of the power to which she form- 
orly laid olaim; aud the result is Unt 
Corea is not so well protected as 
eho was before—which means that 
one of the outposts of China itself bas 
wenkened by Chins own aot, If 
China regarded Corea as one of the 
dofences of the Empiressa buffer, 80 to 
speak, much as sho lias regarded tho 
States of Burma, Siam, and Aunam— 
it was surely her interest to have 
strengthened it, rathor than to have 
left it, as sho has done, very much to 
its own resources, Aud if China bad 
followed ap bor claims to suzorainty 
over Corea by incorporating it with the 
Empire, instead of oncouraging the 
King to make sham ‘Troaties with 
European Powers, we do uot supposo 
that any serious obstacle would have 
been placed in the way of hor doing 
so. But this curse of inconsistency 
has rau through everything that she 
has done, aud (he consequences that are 
now threatening her are no more than 
sho might have foreseen, ‘Tho trouble 
may not come this year or even next, 
although in our belief it is not far off 5 
bat that so unsatisfactory au arrange- 
ment as now exists must bring about 
its natural result, and that that result 
be prejndicial to the peace of 
China, must, we think, be plain 
enough to all who have followed the 
course of events during the past threo 
years. 






























TORT HAMILTON. 
‘Tue letter of our Correspondent ‘ Bri- 
taunicus’ appears to take for granted 
three very important faots,—facts to 
which but little attention hina been 
paid, bat which, if well authenticated, 
are of highest possible significance. In 
the first place, he states that the 
occupation of Port Hamilton is no 
newly or suddeuly conceived stroke of 
policy, but one which has been in the 
mind of the British Government for 
certainly ten years. It would appear, 
from this, that attention was originully 
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drawn to the advantages that would 
acerne to Great Britain from the pos- 
session of the island at the time of Mr. 
Margary’s assassination, and that it 
was Admiral Ryder from whom the 
suggestion of taking it first emanated. 
Nothing was doue at that time; the 
Chefoo Convention—still unratified— 
averted the war that for months had 
threatened to break out between our. 
selves aud China, aud it is easy 
to believe that the proposal was 
not very cordially supported by Sir 
homas Wade, Secondly, our Cor- 
respondent hints that a serious i 

ig entertained on the part of the British 
Government of retiring from the point 
in question. We had heard ramours 
of this,—indeed a contributor meutioned 
it to us somo weeks ago in a short 
letter published at the time—buat were 
ouly too willing to discard it as an 
utter improbability. The assurance of 
‘Britanuious’ that it is not ouly not 
improbable but in the highest degree 
likely is exceedingly disquicting, for 
wo most fully agree with him in the 
view he takes of the disastrous couse- 
quenoes that would result from such a 
step. It is scarcely necessary for us 
to enlarge upou the unparalleled adv: 
tages of holdiug 60 convenient st 
aud excellent a Lharbouras Port Hamilton 
furnishes, or to poiut out that Rassia 
hergelf Las never protested, and is not 
likely to protest, against the occupation 
that bas already been concladed. But 
Ragsia bas made a counter-move. We 
fare again assured that the Russian 
Government has occupied another 
Corean islet, aud that it is with a view 
to induoiug it to relinquish its hold of 
this that negotiations ure being set on 
foot for our own retirement from Port 
Hauiilton. This ‘confirmation of the 
statomout we made nearly a fortuight 
ago coustitules the third fact vouched 
fur by our Correspondent, and the 
threo when taken together make up 
& diplomatic situation of the highest 
intorest aud importance. Our own 
duty, however, is unmistakeable and 
clear. As long as Russia is politic 
euough to abstain from protesting 
agniuet our occupation of Port Hamil- 
tou, it would sarely be an oxhibi- 
tion of the worst and weakest and 
clumsieat diplomacy on our part to show 
open distrust of Russia’s counter-movo 
by offering to recede from a position 
which Russia has uever asked us to 
recede from, as an inducement for 
Russia to evacuate a point her occupa- 
tion of which is or ought to be a matter 
of the purest indiffereuce to ourselves. 
‘We advocate in the strongest terms at 
our commaud the retention of Port 
Hamilton : we condemu as foolish, im- 
Politic, aud shortsighted in every way, 
any negotiations with any Power, 
bat especially with Russia, Laving its 
evacuation as their object; and we 
predict that, if such unbappy uegolia- 
tious have actually beon set on foot, 
our fature relations with both Russia 
aud China will be seriously prejudiced.

OUR NEW MINISTER. 

Tae “announcement” that Sir Robert 
Hart has been appointed British 
ter to the Courts of Peking and Seoul 
is, no doubt, an official announcement, 
so that the long-vyexed question is now 
set at rest for ever. We have alrendy 
expressed our cordial pleasure at Sir 
Robert’s selection to fill the place of the 
late Minister, and now that it ia, to. all 
appearance, officially confirmed, we have 
but little to add to our previous re- 
marks, Sir Robert assumes his new 
responsibilities at a critical juncture, 
aud will find plenty of work awaiting 

im at the British Legation. It is not 
necessary for us to recapitulatethe mauy 
difficulties which at the preseut moment 
are unsolved. Some of these will ap- 
peal to those powers of high statesmau- 
which, as wo believe, Sir Robort 
as always possessed, but which aro 
now for the first time to be called out 
‘pon au arena professedly diplomatic. 
Others are connected less with the groat 
internatioual questions of the day thau 
with the current work of the Legation, 
whichinclades mattersequally important 
in thoir way, perliaps, though not of such 
far-reaching interest as to attract the at- 
tention of publicists in other parts of the 
world. Of these the most important is 
Unt which has arisen out of the Mixed 
Court scandal in Shanghai. ‘I'he affair 
has been iu the hands of the Legation 
in Peking for a long time now, and 
probably one of the first taske which 
Sir Robert Hart will have to perform 
will be the uuraselling of this Gordian 
knot. It is clear that the present dead. 
lock must not be allowed to remain, 
The Mixed Court is now closed, as it 
is of course impossible for any Assessor 
to meet the Magistrate, whether Act 
or Deputy-Acting, uuder present cir- 
cumstances, Meantime business is fall- 
ing rapidly belindlaud, aud arrears 
of cases must be accumulating at an 
alarming rate. We hope that this 
pressing matter will have the iy 
attention of the new Minister, and that 
Lis skill and firmness will be #0 ex- 
ercised as to render uunecessary any 
removal of the question into a higher 
sphere than that in which difficulties of 
such a nature are usually settled. It 
is presumable, too, that the definitive 
acceptance by Sir Robert Hart of the 
post of British Minister implies the 
Inspector-Generalship Laving fallen to 
bis brother. We are given to uuder- 
stand that the appointment of Mr. 
Hart to the important post vacated by 
Sir Robert is likely to be popular 
throughont the Customs service. ‘The 
members will not feel that they have 
entirely lost “the L.G.,” bat rather 
that his interest in their good fortaues 
will still continne, aud that the same 
policy which he inaugurated, of bene- 
volent despotism, will be adopted by 
his successor under bis own help and 
guidance, We believe, too, that both 










































the members of the Customs service 
aud the mercantile community at large, 
will view with satisfaction the appoiut- 
ment of au Englishman to the Chief 
Superintendenoy, apart from the per 
sonal relations of such a man to the 
cumbent ; and that this view 
is held, irrespective of natiouality, by a 
considerable majority of persons. But 
of course we Lave uo definite informa- 
tion yet respecting the successor of Sir 
Robert Hart, and it may still prove

barut in the forest fire kindled by 
the Royal order. From this affecting 
story arose the practice of abstaining 
from cooked food fora mouth, or for 
three days, or for a less period daring the 
spring.

of April; that is, the day called CI 
Ming by the Chinese, In the eighth cen- 
tury paper had long been invented aud 
was beginning to be extensively used, 
not only for books but in trade aud in 
various mechanioal arts, The crema- 
tion of Buddhist monks became com- 
mon fcom the third century onwards. 
Paper burning came intouse as anataral 
accompaniment of this, Woe see now

267,000 and upwards per annum.” Th 
New Dominion having now be 
tuted into province of the Empire, has 
to be provided with postal stations over a 
total distance of 6,900 odd li, that is to 
say, eastward from Hami and Hsing 
hsing Hsia to Kashgar, communicating with 
the town of Ho-ten. In the northern part 
of the New Dominion, or Sungaria, the 
ice also covers a lino of conutry 
iin extent. By dint of great 
reductions effected by the present Governor- 
General, the Kansu postal service was 
limited to the main road east and west be- 
twoon Nivg-hsia and Hsi-ning, requiring 
1,680 horses and 1,340 men for its main- 
tenance, communication being maintained 
with isolated places by a military post 
which did not take many men or horses. 
‘The total expenditure of the postal 
was thus reduced to Tis. 106,000 cdd. 
New Dominion, which has’ be 
ene of devastating wars for many 
tyonrs, there are long stretches of desert 
wastes, and in some places there is not a 
trace of cultivation to be found for ten or 
more statious iu succession. ‘The supplies 
for all these stations have to be brought 












































































from long distances, and the cost of all 
necessaries varies from once to five times 
thi ly wages that 







within the frontier, so that if the pay given 
to official underlings does not amount to 
more than a tenth of what they could earn 
as labourers, it is not likely that anyone 
would bo willing to give up his handicraft, 
whatever it may be, to serve the Govern 
ment on an empty stomach. 

‘Tho number of horses the Memorial 
proposes to employ in this now postal ser- 
vico is very little loss, comparatively speak- 
ing, than those allotted for the Kanu ser- 
vice, being ouly 1,700 odd, while the men, 
viz. 800 odd, are hot nearly so many, but 
they must be paid better, in order to 
enable them to live and prevent the irre- 
gularities, abuses, aud delays that must 
inovitably result from giving thom the re- 
gulation allowance.

and to have had a plurality of lucrative 
posts conferred upon him, being by com- 
mon repute a usurper of powers to which 
he no right aud a notorious taker of 
bribes. 

In answer to the above allegations it 
may be observed that although tho staff of 
ofiicers in the province may be large, 
when matters of importance have to be 
dealt with it is essential that the most 
capable men be selected for their execu- 
tion.

Reorganisation, which has the general direc- 
tion the military supply for the whole 
province, Neither can Shén Pso-ching be 
said to have placed special faith in ‘the 
Prefect in preference to others. Respou- 
sibility and the performance of arduous 
and important duties are always accom- 
panied with a certain amount of unpopu- 
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larity, while the control of taxation is atill 
more likely to provoke eumity. There is 
universal and unanimous testimony to the 
care aud attention exercised by the Prefect, 
and there is absolutely no evidence in 
support of the charge that he accepted 
bribes. If he were really solf-sceking he 
would long before have tried to yo to his 
now post ; is it likely, it may be asked, that 
he would have deferred his departure for 
the sake of the few taels he received as a 
montlily emolument for the duties he per- 
formed in Foochow ? 

Coming next to the consideration of the 
charges brought againet Chu Kau 
Expectant District Mayistr 
rialiste testify to the reputation he had 
earlier acquired for bravery aud capacity.

During’ the fight one of the ser 
cook, was killed, and another mun_w 
very serionsly wounded, a bullet st 
hint on the upper part of the chest and 
travelling downwards towards the left hip. 
‘This man has been left in hospital at 
Hanoi, aud hopes are entertained of ‘hi 
recovery. Several other men received slight 
wonnds, but the Commissioners fortunate- 
ly escaped uninjured, Having reported 
the occurrence by telegram fr: 

hoa, thy Commissioners were instructed 
that they need not m ke another attempt 
but were to return to Canton, ‘The people 
who attacked the expedition belonged to 
tho indigenous Aunamite population, who, 
singe the withdrawal of the Chinese troops 
from tho district, have been left withont 
govornmor ny kind whatsoever and 
jem to have given themselves up to dis- 
order and lawlesane ‘The Black Flay:
